Cossacks^ A^T)uriiigl.thi§'@ii:S#'3T*'' 
th^^stjlenglh jpf the armed forces of the 
Erapitql was, of course', largely increas- 
ed, ancli accbrdihg to officiali returns, 
included on the l.st of Januaiy, '185C, 
not fewer than -11,817 officers and 
2,275,-154 men. IIow many of these 
w ore.however, actiiBlly -iM^sen.t3J63yi.thj 
the colors, or were availiablo for ser- 
vice in the fiokl, cannot be oven np- 
pr'oxiraal'oly estimated. The active 
army numbered it is stated, 21,054 of- 
ficers and 1,170,184 men; the reserve 
troo]).'i, 7,878 oflicer.s and 572,178 men; 
the irregular force.t, 3,G40 officers and 
108,091 men: the opoltschonie or.mali- 
tia, 5,647 bfllcers and 364,421 men; 
and the Co-ssack troops, 3,411 officers 
aitd 156,720 men; but very largo de- 
ductions would probably have to be 
made to arrive at tlio actual strength 
of each of those .several bodies. Tn 
1803, for instance, when, according to 
t\if) returns of tlie Minister of AVar,i 
tlfo iRuss'iairarmy numbered '358^997 
regular, troops, it was calculated, after 
a careful e.xauiiuatioii of the strength 
of the several unit." of the army, that 
the probable real strength of the regu- 
lar troops (lid not exceed 385,000 men. 
In N'ovembor, 1879, the Eusaian 
army comprised 908 generals, 31,411 
officers, and 880,425 nicn, while on the 
.same date the reserves numbered 742,- 
143 men, and the Cossack troops 1,972 
officers and 51,359 men, with 105.9 I G 
men more on furlough; but whether 
anything like the above-rtiontioned 
luimber of£fneli'.afq;jservinggwth the 
colors at the present moment' is'" again 
very doubtf ill. - It wa-s, in ' fact, , lately 
shown jy a German military writer 
that the revenue annually devoted to 
military purposes in Russia would not, 
even if the army was administered in 
the most economical manner, suffice to 
maintain such largo forces. Turning 
from, tho Russian army .statistics to 
Germany we find that the army of the 
laatnaraed, power, after tho mobiliza- 
tion, will be stronger by 200,000 men 
than it is at present. The total field 
army of Germany will for tho future 
cousist of; 503 infantry; tbattaJjions, " 93 
cavalry squadrons, 340 batteries of 
field artillery, 53 companies of en- 
gineers, 26 companies of railway en- 
gineers, with a total strength of 094, 
774 men. To the.so forces must bo 
adjoined 43,000 men belonging to tho 
commissariat deportment 5.170 to the 



different higher staff corps, 
326 men of diflerent branches, 
and 25,976 men belonging to the 
sanitary, post and telegraphic services. 
The total strength of the field army will 
therefore be 771,748 men. Tho strength 
of the militia in time of war will be 
307 battalions, of infantry 20 com- 
panies .of.skirmiahers,, 36„ reserye^regi- 
mentis of .cavalry,* and;54 . reserveiTjat- 
teries, a total of 293,020 men. As these 
troops can also be immediately era- 
ployed to augment tho field army the 
latter will de jaclo be reinforced to 1,- 
004,769 men. Uesides these regiments 
each infantry regiment mil form a 
fourtK'fiSld' battalion,' a of 150,- 
000 men. The depot troops are, apart 
from- this, composed of 161 battalions 
of infantry, 20 companies of skirmish- 
ers, 93 squadrons of cavalry and 21 
companies of engineers. Therefore 1,- 
532,083 men will bo after the mobil- 
ization immediately ready for war. In 
this,number all the other nejy forma- 
tions, planned and completely 'worked 
out in the minutest detail, are not in- 
cluded, by which tlie German army 
will be raised to a total strength of 
more then 2,000,000 mmi

The late Sir 
James DoiiciLiVis always referred' to 
Victoria as the head and foot of ocean 
and river steam navigation. The Uma- 
tilla was tho first steamer that 
made tho trip from Victoria to 
Yale in 1858. She was a stern- 
wheeler, built oii Columbia river 
and made many through trips." Capt, 
T. Wright's 'ljp'at^wal''caUei the ?EntCT- 
,nrise. She was also a stern wheeler 
and we saw her leave the Hud- 
son Bay Co.'s wharf at Victoria manv 
times during the season of 1 858 loaded 
to the guards with freight and with 
scarcely standing room for passengers on 
^ her decks. . As her power' was not 
great the Enterprise did not succeed 
in 'getting"'above Hope. Tho Sea Bird 
made many trips between Victoria and 
Hope. She was larger then tho H. B. 
Co.'s Enterprise, and late in August, 
1858, was destroyed by fire while on 
the way from Victoria to Hope with a 
•JuU cargo of merchandise and-200 pas- 
sengers.'* « 'No' li'ves'wero J lost)' but the , 
boat and cargo wore totally consumed.

The>e is ' very'iitflo'lhmirig'yetfs at 
present — nothing but what you have 
heard before. Things tire at a standstill 
on account of high water. There aro 
.about 150 men here at present. . They 
keep dropping in everyday. Tliere aro 
abo!it ~,C0O cuiima recorded; tho.lst of 
Jiily being represent ation day, we ex- 
pect from 500 to 1,000 men. Eveiy thing 
depends upon tho deep channel of the 
creok. There are IG miles of this creek 
taken up for mining purposes, also sev- 
eral other creeks and gulches. I have 
learned of no good prospects outside of 
Ruby creek. Geoi-go Martin's and 
another company have obtained - some 
very good prospects lately. You need 
expect no mining news of importance un- 
til about the" middle of August. There 
are immense quantities of snow on tho 
mountains and at tho head of Ruby crook, 
which is not a creek at present but a river; 
near the moutlv.it is 100 foet^Avide and C, 
feet deep. At",.it8 .. jiinction.; withvtlfe 
Skaget river commences the famous 
canyon of the Skaget whore tho river cuts 
its way through tho Cascade range for a 
distance of 20 miles down to wliat is 
called the head of caiioo navigation on 
tho Skaget. Wop betide th«| unlucky raft 
that is carried into the canyon. ,., 

Mr. Rennistori and Mr. Robinson have 
built a substantiid bridge across the river. 
It is 80 foot above the water .md GO foot 
from abutment to abutment. The river 
is hundreds of feet wide in parts of the 
canybn> but is here confined to a width of 
50 feet and is a sight worth seeing. The 
stream roara and dashes along with the 
3i)eed of a racehorne, in some places hav- 
ing cut its w,iy into and under the solid 
rock of the mountain until it nearly dis- 
appears altogether. Tlie rock on earh 
side of the water runs in places up as 
straight as a wall from 50 to 500 feet in 
height, .lanked by mountains' 8,000 feet 
high. The whole country is what Mr. 
lilake once called British Columbia, "a 
sea of mountaini*." Through this canyon 
and "sea of mountains" tho Seattle peo- 
ple tidk of cutting a trail. They have 
given one bogus contract and talk of it a 
good deal, but do no work. They know 
very well thoy cannot got a p.ack trail 
through there. Tho miners liere aro bit- 
ter .against Seattle liu.sinosa men; while 
they blow about the- country they will 
hot risk a dollar in it. Tho miners sent 
out to blaze the trail to the boundary lino 
have ' returned after completing their 
work. There is now a good blazed trail 
from here to Hope. The minors are go- 
ing to turn out on tho 10th' June and 
clear it to the lino. We aro .all expecting 
somo miners with pack animals from 
Hope every day. There is nothing for 
sale here. Tho things most needed out- 
side of provisions aro canvas for bolting, 
rope, nails of all kind.s, sledges, crow- 
bars and large augers. A blacksmith shop 
is also much needed; although there is lit- 
tle money coining out at present there 
will bo cousiderablu brought into tho 
coufit^ by tho hundreds of men coming 
in'(it*''represonting time; so come 'along 
and get some of it. 

I suppose theso mines do not trouble 
anybody much in B. C. now that they 
have the railroad in full Wast, You did 
very well to shove that trail through 
to the line anyhow and wo will send you 
out bushels of dust by-and-by— gold dust, 
I mean. . . . _ . Oassiar. 

The Commercial Advertiser of Honolulu 
thinks there is something mysterious in 
tho movements of H. M. S. Rocket now 
at the Islands. It says:

Itegina n. McLeans and Hare. 

Sir, — I have the honor r,o acknowledge 
tho receipt of your letter of the 29th ult., 
which expresses, as I understand it, tho 
views of tho learned judges of the Su- 
premo Court collectively. 

According to tho correspondence it 
would appear that two diflicultios arose 
before the trial took place, i. e.; 

1st. As to where tho commission to 
hold tho Assize should bo made return- 
able; and . V .J-n . ; . 

2nd. -As. to tho necessity for a commis- 
sion. 

Discussion upon tlio fir.st point led his 
Honor the Lioutenant-Govurnor to con- 
sider the question whether he had any 
authority in the absence of direct statu- 
tory power to give commissions at all. As 
thisVas a matter pertaining to the func- 
tions of his office solely, his honor gave 
it the most serious consideration, and 
during my absonco availed himself of 
such advice as my department could ob- 
tain and place before the Government. 

After ascertaining tho practice of On- 
tario, and receiving tho advice tendered, 
his honor felt that ho had no power to 
issue a commission to tho judges. Ho 
had, therefore, no alternative but to de- 
cline to do so. The responsibility of de- 
termining this matter was and is onei 
which tho Government must necessarily 
and exclusively assume. 

This conclusion was communicated to 
your honor and tho other judges by let- 
tor from the Provincial Secretary on 
tho 11th ult., before you left Victoria for 
New Westminster, the venue of the trials. 

It then became, as I respectfully sub- 
ihit,'a question for the consideration of 
tho 'learned judges exclusively, as to 
whether any one of them would hold a 
Court without a commission. If they 
had concluded that a Court could not be 
legally held and had consequently do- 
clined to try tho prisoners the G'oreni»icn( 
icould hate accepted their decision ivith all 
proper respect, and have taken steps to 
obtain the opinion of tho law oflScers of 
the Crown at Ottawa upon tho subject. 

The learned judges, however, seem to 
h.ave decided that one of their number 
should preside and the proposed assize 
was held accordingly by your Honor. 

In reply to tho observ.ation in your 
honor's letter of tho 29th ult., that "the 
Assize W!i3 held under protest," I bog 
most respectfully to remind you tliat tho 
Government has not in any way sought to 
influence or move the judges to t.ake any 
stop which they ..might-consider illegal or 
"improper." On tho contrary, whilst 
assuming tho full responsibility of decid- 
ing that tho Lieutenant-Governor could 
not legally issue a commission, it remain- 
ed beyond doubt for the judges to decide 
for themselves as to what they could or 
could not legally do in the premises. 

Whil8t,-ihorefore, ackowledging in tho 
fullest manner tho courteous intentions 
of tho learned judges to comply with the 
desire of tho Government that a Court 
should be held at New Westminster, I 
beg,"^:bri''behalf of the Government, to 
most respectfully', disclaim any responsi- 
bility for yoiif Honor's act in trying and 



sentencing the prisoners if these proceed- 
ings" were illegal. In making this dis- 
'cla^cr it is perhaps unnecessary to ob- 
'^CTe that the Government docs not share. 
4lCdoabbi%hiohHhe;i Ie&^^jS(a|edVen- 
tertain as to the validity of the trial. 

As your honor observes, tho question 
which presses so much upon tho learned 
judges was not raised by tho prisoners' 
counsel at the trial, nor as appears by a 
copy of liis letter of yesterday addressed to 
your Honor, and with which I have been 
favored, does he intend to. present it to 
the Court. 

Indeed, it appears that tho question 
was not deemed by your Honor, at the 
time of the trial, ene of sufficient gravity 
to i justify you in withholding sontenco 
and reserving the pcynt, although in the 
case of Qaman; cbnyicted of a niisdoamea- 
nor, at the same assize^ a much" less im- 
portant point was reserved and sentence 
deferred;. 

With great deference I submit that the 
trial having been concluded without tho 
point being raised or reserved though tho 
prisoners were defended by counsel; and 
the sontenco having been pa.ssod; tho case 
can now only bo dealt with by his Ex- 
cellency tho Governor Gener.al in council. 

I much regret that any doubt sliKuld be 
felt by tho learned judges as to the le- 
gality of the trial, but taking tho views 
of the whole Biattej which I liavo had tho 
honor to oxpi:ess, I cannot willingly concur 
in any stops aimed at by the impeachment 
of its validity, and especially so as those 
views seem strongly fortified by tho writ- 
ten opinions of tho learned judges on tho 
Judicature Act, 1879, wherein they ox- 
press themselves satisfied that the Lieut. - 
Governor in council Iiaving fixed the time 
and place of an assize, any judge of the 
Supreme Court has power without a coin- 
mission and virtuti nlJicii to liold tho court. 

In view, however, of the doubts now 
entertained by the learned judges with 
respect to this matter, I shall he glud if 
they will report thorn and the reasons 
upon which they are based to the honor- 
able the Minister of Justice, and I shall 
at the same timo take tho opportunity of 
communicating to him the views of tho 
government upon tho subject.

The Ballinai-^'corraipo^deiit ■ of ltb'6.i; 
Dublin Exprm, writing, from Ballina, 

says: — 

At the Ballycastle potty sessions 
(before W. C. Moroney, E. M., and 
W. H. FauBsett, J. P., Esq.,) Miss 
Gardiner proceeded against three of 
her tenants for going into possession, 
of holdings in the neighborhood from, 
which they wore lately evicted. T)ib 
National Land League, through Mr. 
Muflcuy, brought down Mr. Daly, 
solicitor, to defend the cases, which 
were all dismiased on points of law, it 
being proved that the doors wero not 
closed when tho people retook po.s.ses- 
sion. After the cases were over, a 
largo crowd of country farmers as.soni- 
bted at the hotel. The deputy of the 
Land League addressed them as fol- 
lows : — Patriotic men of this part of 
the country — I am glad to bo among.st 
you to-day. We have taken tho first 
fall out of this lady, whose name is so 
well known. But ebo happens to be 
iu petticoats, and wo must treat her as 
such. Many of you were disappointed 
and felt surprised at my absence from 
amongst you at the lato evictions ou 
her property. I may tell you that it 
was not from want of ■ sympathy with 
with you I was absent. I did not 
wish to come lest my presence amongst 
you might bo any encouragement to 
commit a breach of law. The woe and 
misery this women has been the cause 
of for the past twenty-five yaars — since 
this part of the country has been dark- 
ened by her presence — can scarcely be 
described by me, for rack-renting and 
evicting seem to' her a pleasure. Sho 
is not satisfied with tho great clear- 
ances effected by the dark angel of fam- 
ine in the preijent year until she gel's 
tho couutv into an open rebellion by 
her wholesale eviction of twenty-threu 
families, numbering at least 120 
human beings, Look at tho deplor- 
able state of this town, as also Killalii. 
There is neither trade nor commerce. 
The people aro all banished out of tho 
country by au unjust and exorbitant; 
rent. I call upon you to stand should - 
er to shoulder and assert you rights. 
Tho Land League will stand by you, 
and resist any cruel or unjust dealing 
of the landlords towards vou, no mat- 
ter what the expentes may be. 

Miss Gardiner was groaned and hiss- 
ed through the town, and had to be 
protected by the constabulary.

To carry out tho w ork a loan of §70,000 
is necessaiy, and the following particulai's 
place the matter as clearlj' as possible bo- 
fore the Ratepayers for their judgment 
thereon.

The Water Works at 
present are heavily indebted to tho City 
for amounts taken from general revenue 
for reconstruction of tho head works. 
This expenditure was necessary- in order 
to continuB tho prejeht^i8Upjjlyi'6fu<vater 
and to prev6iit'uid'ont5re'"do8triietion of 
the previously constructed works at Bea- 
ver Lake.

I would suggest that it will fio iiecesa- 
ary to adopt tlie principle of a high and 
low service reservoir as I tiiul that tho 
liigli service reservoir to be eUt'ctive 
must be constructed at an elevation above 
the level of the water in- Elk Lake, and 
iu'trder t.p obtain the delivery of the 
greatest quantity of water in the City and 
to efi'cctively supply tho high levels I 
would suggest that the II itjch main be 
extended fr^nr Doiigliis street along Pan- 
dora stioot, nay to tlie neighborhood of 
the Royal Hospitjil, aa that' would give 
an^elbvatibn of 135 feet above high water 
mark' siiiBcieritly liigH to supply " all tho 
thickly popidatod parts of tho City. 

A reservoir built, at the point suggested 
would have tho following advantages: 
Tlic level of the water in tho reservoir 
would be 58 feet below the level 
of thOf/jWater in Ent -Lakp, ; and 43 
feet* will 'be'.nvailable^fpr tKo,',3eUvery 
of water from the ' above ' source ' which 
will give a theoroticiil delivery of 37,000 
gallons per hour; running continually will 
give a supply sutHcieiit for a population of 
30,000 inhabitants allowing 25 gallons 
per head per day and by discharging 37,- 
000 gallons per hour 10 foot above tho 
level of the water in Reservoir and by 
causing it to pass through a hydraulic en- 
gine it will develop sufTicicut power to 
raiae 3,000 gallons per hour through a 
. 6 inch -pipe into tho high service roser- 
voir^hich?hiay. be built on the high; rock 
at. the. top of Port street, at an elevation, 
of 200 feet above high water mark, or 8 
feet above tho level of the water in Elk 
Lako,'-and that quantity would bo sufii- 
cieiit for a population of 3,000 inhabit- 
ants.y ft^ia' intended that, there will be 
no connection between; tlia ::service pipes 
of high and low gej^ioe.resorvoirs except 
in case of fire. *As to 'size of reservoirs 
required, I would suggest that tho low 
service reservoir be built to hold 1,500,000 
gallons, or, say, 1-10 feet square and 12 
feet deep, and tho high service one to 
hold 60,000 gallons, or, say, 30 feet square 
and 12ieet deep; and while selecting tho 
bestjplan for the .construction of said re- 
servoirs I may add that in all well regu- 
lated cities it is an established principle 
that in building reservoirs to contain water 
for domestic uso they should bo built so 
as to be able to contain the greatest quan- 
tity of water in tho smallest possible area 
and covered so as to exclude tho light, as 
light is "very injurious to water stored in 
a reservoir and intended for domestic uso; 
and to carry out that principle I propose 
to build'tho reservoirs by blasting out 4 
feet of tho rock and using ^ the rook pro- 
vided by that raeons.for building the oal- 
ance of tho wall, which would be 8 feet 
high, and that will make tho reservoir 12 
feet deep, the roof to bo supported by cast 
iron columns. Tho cost of carrying out 
and completing tho above scheme will not 
exceed .?oO,000, to which must bo added 
§10,000 which will be required to com- 
ploto tho filter beds; buv should you see 
fit to adopt tho proposed scheme I am 
prepared to furnisli you detailed plans and 
specifications for tho same. 

In conclusion I may. add that I am 
aware that it is generally accepted as a 
fact that there is a natural reservoir at tho 
head of Fort atroot and that there is no- 
thing to do but to turn tho v,-atcr into it; 
but I find that to attempt to carry the 
waiter to one common reservoir that would 
piartially supply tho high levels the dift'er- 
ende*btitweon tho level of tho water in 
resSrvoir atid. cvel of water in Elk Lake 
i8,.80 small, being only 25 feet, tho differ- 
e.iice in the quantity of water delivered in 
tho city by comparison would bo to one

would also bo a .saving in pipe as well a 
a more etlectivo pressure on the city ma in 
in case of fire. I am aware that Gold 
stream has still uomo advocates who 
believe that the supply should have been 
obtained from that source; but without 
stopping to discuss that point 1 may say 
that, from whatever source tho supply is 
obtained, tlie proposed scheme is , equally 
required by all.
